8. The tribal tradition runs that when Pargeu Rima, the sixth 
Avatira of Vishnu, was engaged in subduing 
the Kshatriyas in the interest of the Brih- 
mans, of which caste he was a member, he violently caused the 
miscarriage of every pregnant woman he could find. Through 
fear some women who were pregnant took refuge with certain 
Brihmans, and when their persecutor detected them their protectors 
saved their lives by declaring that they wore Brihmanis. In order 
to corroborate this assertion the Brahmans ate food at the hands 
of the women. The children of these women were the progenitors 
of the present Khatris, It is said that these Brihmans were of 
the Séraswat tribe, and as a proof of their assertion the Khatris 
point to the fact of the Séraswat Brihmans still accepting food 
cooked by them, Another and more recent tradition is to the 
éffeet that up to the time of Alamgir the Khatris did not sbandon 
their old profession of soldiering ;
